See. 1 That any person or persons, who is or are found 
nding horses or mulesin this valley, which does not belong 
to him, her, or them, not having permission from the owner, 
shall, on being convicted before the proper authority, be fined in 
! the sum of not less than twenty -five dollars, for each offence 
po -Sec. 2 That any person or persons. found diiving hor- 
ses or mules from thei feeding range, which does not be- 
' long to him, her, or them, and runnimg them off their range, 

without permission from the owners, either to bring them to 
the Forts or elsewhere, shall, on being convicted before the 
proper authority, be fined m the sum of not less than twenty- 
five dollars for each offence. 

See 3. That any person, or persons, who is found dri- 
ving dxen, cows, or young cattle from the feeding range, 
which does not belong to him, her, or them, without per- 
mission from the owners, either to the Forts or elsewheie, 
shall, oa being convicted before the proper authority, be fined 

-~ m the sum of not less than five dollars, for each ox, cow, or 
young creature, so drove from the range. 

Sec. 4. Thatany person, or persons, on being convicted 
of breaking any of tue above laws, by ndrig or driving hor- 
ses, mules. oxen, cows, cr young cattle as above stated, shall, 
- invaddstion to the aforesaid fines, pay to the owners alk dam» 
; ages: the amount of damages being assessed by ans aia 
authority.’ 

Sec 5 That m case of any person,.or persons, being con- 
victed on any-of the aforesmd offences, thefines shall be eol- 
' lected: forthwith; one half of which shall be given tothe in- 
- formant, end the other half be paid into the-Pubhe ñ ‘Treasury.

Penalty for throwing filth in the Public Water Courses, &c. 
inthe City. Noa 121. Novewser 10, 124). 

Sec. 1. Be it ordamed, that from and atter the passage of 
this Ordinance, any person killing beeves m this City, and 
suffering the filth from the dead carcasses to rum m the pub- 
lic water courses, or washing entrails or other parts of dead 
cattle an the public water courses, shall, on conviction there- 
of, béfore any Bishop or Justice of the Peace, be fined m the 
sum of not less than five, nor more than fifty dolars for each 
offence. 

See. 2. Any persor placing raw bides; or other filthy 
substances in any public water course of this City, shall, on 
conviction of-the same, before the proper tribunal be fined i in 
any sum, not exceeding fifty, nor less than five dollars for each 
offence. 

* See. 3. That the Marshall and deputies, are -hereby or- 
dered to fay attention to the public water courses, and that 
they are hereby authorized to arrest, without process, and 
bring before any Bishop or Justice of the Peace, any pesons, 
mae shall violate the first or second sections of this Ordinance:

Sec. 1. Be it ordained that an office be,” and ‘is hereby 
created, for the purpose of Recording, Marks and Brands, 7 put 


by the Citizens of the Valley of the Great Basin. 

‘Sec. 2. It Shall be the dutyof the Recorder of said of. 
fice, to Keep a fair and faithful record of all Marks, or Brands; 
put ‚on all Horses, Mules, Cattle, Cows, and all other stock 

owned by the citizens of the valley of the Great’ ‘Basin, to+ 
gether with the names of the owneis of sad Brands, and 
place of residence, whenevet application 1s made forthe sane 
by the owners thereof, and to define and designate the ade 
lar Marks or Brands, to be used by each mdavidual, - ; 

See. 3 3. It shalt be the duty of the Recorder; to consult: the 
convéience of each peison ‘applying, fer a Mak, ‘or Brand; 
Provided, the Band applied for has not previously been re- 
corded ‘to some ‘other peisan, and to furnish to’any person det 
siring it & certificate’of “his ‘or “her Brand, ‘recorded by him; 


on Horses, Mules, Cattle, Cows, and all other’ stock, ened . 
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free of charge. ey ae ; ; 

Sec, 4. It shall P thë duty ofthe Recorder to keepe ex 

posed in his: affice, or at some public place nea the Temple 
Block, a faithful copy of all-Marks or’ Brands, recordéd.’by 
him, and the names of the owners of said Brands. : 

Sec. 5. The Recorders ‘ees, for recording any Mark or 

‘Brand otf his record, shall not exceed fifty cents, for each 
Mark or Brand recorded. 

Sec. 6. That William Clayton be appointed the Record- 
er of Brands, according to the provisions of this Ordinance, 

Sec... It shall be the duty of the Recorder, to furmsh a 

pmntéd copy fice ef charge, cf all Marks, Brands, ard record of 
Brands, to every individual applying for the same, and having 
a certificate of record, as speedily as possible after the entry 
of one hundred Brands, also to repeat the same on the eom- 
pletion of the entry of every succéeding hundred. 

- See 8. Any person finding cattle or any animals intend- 
ed in this Ordinance havmg Recorded Brands in any enclo- 
sure, or any place where they may be doing damegé, shall 
ummediately secure and take goad care of the same, and search 
diligently, and restore the animal or animals to the owners, 

who shall be liable for all reasonable cost, and damages: 
and if the owner cannot be found after diligent search, said 
animals may be driven to the Stray Pound. 

Sec. 9 It shall be the duty of every person selling or 
disposing ef any animal having a Recorded Brand, to reverse 
the same on said animal; but if any person shall alter or de- 
face, any Recorded Brand, on any animal; or z lace, or cause 
to be placed his own, or other brand on aùy animal not be- 
longing to said individual; he or they shall be subject to any 
ora'l the penalties of this O.dir: ance, together with further 
punishments, applicable to felomons offences, at the discretion 
of the Court, having jurisdiction. 

_ See 10. . "Pe it R urther ordained, that whenever horses, 
mules, cattle, cows, or other stock having Recorded Brands, 
are put in the Stray Pound, it shall be the duty of the over- 
seers of the Stray Pound to use due diligenée to ascertain the 

names of the owners of said steck, both by 1eference to the 
Record of Brands and otherwise; and to notify the owneis of 
the same if known; or publish the same with the maks or 
brands in four public places of the city, within three days 
from the time, said stock are put in the Pound. ; 

“See, 11. Any officer or individual, violating any’ rovis- 
jon of this Ordinance, shall be liable toa penalty of not less 
than, one dollar, nor more than one thousand, at the discretion 
af the Court, hay ving jurisdiction thereof. ~ 
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
